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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 ). It is noted that this application SN 1 0/561 ,087 is filed by four applicants, Yahata, 

Hiroshi; McCrossan, Joseph; Okada, Tomoyuki and Ikeda, Wataru. The declaration of 
inventors McCrossan, Joseph; Okada, Tomoyuki and Ogawa, Tomoki under 37 CFR 
$1 .131 may show reduction to practice of the invention of the Wo 2004/0981 93 A2, but 
not this application SN 10/561 ,087. In order to establish reduction to practice or 
conception with due diligently, the declaration of the other two inventors Yahata, Hiroshi 
and Ikeda, Wataru are required or the showing as required by MPEP. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 

form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claim7, 13 and 15 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Okada et al (Pub. No. WO 20041098193). 



Regarding claim7, 15, A reproduction apparatus for reproducing a digital 
stream generated by multiplexing a video stream and a graphics stream, comprising: a 
video decoder operable to decode the video stream to generate a moving picture (see 
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figure26 video decoder); and a graphics decoder operable to decode the graphics 
stream to generate graphics, wherein, upon reading control information in the graphics 
stream, the graphics decoder transfers graphics which has been generated by decoding 
graphics data that precedes the control information in the graphics stream to a plane 
memory, based on the control information(see figure 26 graphics decoder and page44 
line 4-6). 

Regarding claim13, method of recording onto a recording medium, comprising 
the steps of: generating application data; and recording the application data to the 
recording medium, wherein: the application data includes a digital stream generated by 
multiplexing a video stream and a graphics stream (see page3 linel 1-22); the graphics 
stream is a sequence of a plurality of packets which include a packet containing control 
data (see page3 linel 1-22); and he control data indicates that graphics data contained 
in a preceding packet in the sequence is to be displayed at a predetermined time in a 
state of being overlaid on the video stream (see page5 paragraph 0092). 

The applied reference has a common inventor(s) with the instant application. 
Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome 
either by a showing under 37 CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in 
the reference was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1 .131 .
